Forfeiture of its charter by the 


Florida Coast Line, Canal company, 
or a federal .appropriation or control 
of the East Coast canal by the federal 
government are the only hopes for 
the proper development and mainten-' 
ance of the Flori'da inland waterway 
as seen by Attorney General Van C. 
Swearlngen, who has just completed 
a trip of inspection through the water- 
"way.' 


The attorney general spent last 


Friday night in New* Smyrna on his 
way through the canal by boat from 
Jacksonville to "Miami. 
He passed 


through here again yesterday on his 
-way bach to Tallahassee by train. 
The trip through the canal was made 
on the Transit, a boat owned by the 
trustees of the internal improvement 
fund, and the attorney general was 
Accompanied by Dr. DuBose of Jack- 
sonville and Assistant Chief State 
Engineer Hayes. 
The Transit was 


tied up at the city dock Friday night 
and the journey south resumed early 
Saturday morning. 
During his stay 


in this city the attorney general took 
occasion to call on a number of his 
--friends. 
* 


The object of the trip, it was stated 


by the attorney general, is to obtain 
data in connection with the prosecu- 
tion of a suit, started two years ago 
in the name of the attorney general 
to force the canal company to main- 
tain the depth and width of water re- 
quired under its charter. This suit is 
still pending. The attorney general 
also planned to make an investigation 
of the complaint -made by President 
J. C. Hancock of the East Coast 
Chamber of Commerce recently about 
conditions at Boca Ratone, where 
yachts had much trouble 
getting 


through earlier in the season and 
:a number had to turn back. 


The Transit,\whlch'Hraws about 32 


inches of water, went aground near 
Daytona on the trip to this city and 
it also went aground three times ..be- 
tween this city and Miami. Soundings 
were taken along the 400-mile trip 
through the waterway and these will 
he used in the pending suit. 


"I can not see much hope for per- 


manent relief or a proper maintenance 
of the canal except by a suit by which 
the canal Company will forfeit its 
charter unless it maintains the canal 
at the proper depth," said Mr. Swear- 
ingen. "It looks to me as though the 
company is -holding off and prolong- 


ving things in the hope that the federal 
' government will buy the canal and 


imprave it. If the charter is forfeited 
I believe there would not be much 
•difficulty in obtaining a federal ap- 
propriation. 


"Back in the early 90's the East 


Coast Canal company'secured a grant 
of 1,100,000 acres of land in return for 
•building and maintenance of the canal 
and in my opinion the company has 
~been well repaid, "as this land under 
^present values would represent a val- 
ue of approximately $25,000,000. 


"This is a great" waterway and it 


should be taken care of. At most 
places the canal seems to be in good 
condition. 
I find that one of the 


greatest needs is the 'placing of bea; 
cons at regular intervals,'the beacons 
.and buoys now in service being insuf- 


*• 'ficient for the proper marking of the 


"waterway." 


The attorney general found that five 


toll chains are now "maintained by 
the canal company, under w.hich a toll 
'Of 10 cents per lineal foot of boat is 
required at each toll for passage 
through the canal.

PETITIONS FOR COUNTY WIDE LAW 


FOR COMPULSORY EDUCATION OUT 


SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION ASKS EV- 


ERY PERSON INTERESTED IN BETTER EDUCA- 


TION TO SEEK CHANCE TO SIGN. 


Petitions to the senator and repre- 


sentatives of Volusia county, asking 
that a county-wide compulsory school 
attendance law for Voiusia county be 
enacted at the next session of the leg- 
islature, are now in the .hands of prin- 
cipals of the schools of Volusia coun- 
ty for circulation. 
Attached to each 


petition are several printed copies of 
the proposed law. 
It is sincerely 


hoped that every man and woman in- 
terested -in better education and the 
stamping out of illiteracy will not wait 
to be approached with a petition but 
will seek an opportunity to sign same 
and assist in its further circulation. 


In order to-show the inadequacy of 


the present law I must ask that you 
bear in mind the following detailed 
facts of the same: 


1. The number of days attendance 


required per school year is 80. 


2. Out of this number of days, two 


days out of each twenty may be miss- 
ed by ff pupil without-reason or rend- 
ering an excuse to the principal of 
the school. 


3. Teachers 
are. required to ex- 


cuse pupils for absence upon report 
from parents giving legal excuse, 
whether the same be true or not. 


4. Attendance officer can not pro- 


ceed until reports of'principals show 
a pupil absent for more than two days 
in any one month. 


5. Principals canaot report except 


on Friday of each school week. 


6. Before prosecution, 
attendance 


officer must serve written or printed 
notice on parent to return pupil to 
school. 
The parent has three days 


from date of notice in which to com- 
piy. 
I 


Now with these facts taken- from the 


law let us proceed to make a test 
case: 
' 


John Jones enters school on Feb- 


ruary 3rd. On February 4th and 5th 
tie is absent and renders no^. excuse 
for same as the law allows two days 
absence without reason. On Febru- 
ary 6th and 7th he is also absent,On 
February 7th the principal reports to 
the attendance officer that Johnnie 
Jones was absent February 6th and 
7th without reasptt and' which absence 
(as not been excused by the principal. 
The law requires that the attendance 
officer serve written notice on John- 
nie's parents demanding the return of 
the child to jchool within three days 
before any action may be taken. On 
February 9th this notice is served 
on Johnnie's parents. 
They have 


three days in which to comply. Hence 
on February llth Johnnie returns to 
school.. 
You will note he enrolled 


February 3rd, this is February llth, 
and he has been in school two days. 


I To go further with this pupil: 
He 


I went back to school on Wednesday, 
! the llth 
On February 12th he is ab- 


| sent again. This information can not 


[ get to the attendance officer until 


j Friday of that week, or February 14th. 
Another notice must be served on the 


I parents and they have three days^in 


I which to comply. This puts Johnnie 
| back m school on February 18th or 
19th. You will note that the boy en- 
tered school on February 3rd, and this 
is February 19th, and he has actually 
attended school February 3, 11 and 
IS; three days in school in three 
weeks and according to the provisions 
of the law the parent can not be prose- 
cuted because he has complied with 
the same within the three day limit. 


In other words, the law is such that 


a pupil may attend school one day 
and miss four and in addition to this 
four at least two more days are neces- 
sary in compliance with law before 
the parent may be brought to justice, 
and should the boy return within that 
time nothing can be done, yet'John- 
nie has been in school two days and 
out not less than six- It is the law, 
not the enforcement. 


In addition to this defect: Suppose, 


that the parent should be arrested and 
brought to court, there are a dozen 
or more loop holes in the law through 
which he may escape. 


The present law has done a great 


deal of good, there is no doubt about 
that but it's terms are so lenient and 
so much routine is necessary before 
arrests may be made that half the 
school term may expire before parents 
can be forced to get their children in 
school. Suppose a violator be convict- 
ed. Such was the case with five par- 
ents in the recent term of the crim- 
inal court; the maximum fine is 13.00 
and the minimum is $1.00. 
At the 


present prices of labor, some parents 
state they can afford to pay $1.00 for 
their children's labor. 


The law which it is proposed to ask 


our representatives to pass cures 
these defects and the good people of 
Volusia county may depend upon its 
enforcement and results if passed. On 
the other hand no school official now 
connected with the operation of our 
schools would insist upon the execu- 
tion of the law when it would work 
hardship or injustice upon any one. 
There is reason in everything, yet 
our people, or at least some of them, 
certainly do not exercise it by keep- 
tog-their children out of school seven 
days out of ten as some are doing now, 
and we trust that the good people of 
the county will rally to the support of 
this proposition.

At its meeting fa West Palm Beach. 


the drainage and waterways commit- 
tee of the East Coast Chamber of, 
Commerce, of which Frank Baker of 
Miami is chairman, adopted a reso- 
lution urging the state legislature at 
its next session to enact a law for 
the establishing of an experiment 
station in the Everglades. According 
to the resolution such a station could 
be established for $40,000, the sum 
asked for the purpose. 
, 


"Nearly $3,000,000 has been expend- 
* 


ed in Everglades drainage work," 
states the resolution, "and $3,000,000 
more for drainage is under contract 
and to be provided for in the immed- 
iate future. We know that the Ever- 
glades are giving results in certain 
products and that a wonderful growth, 
can be obtained. 
There are many 


things yet that it would be advisablei 
for us to know so that a wider range 
of products can be developed and an 
experiment station could consider the 
establishment of proper water levels 
and the nature of the growth at said 
water levels. Soil studies would be of 
considerable advantage, such as the 
disintegration of the sawgrass type. 
The necessary chemical and biologi^ 
cal analysis would be made. General^*- 
farming and forage crops could be 
studied minutely and the live stock 
featured as well. A department could 
be given over to horticulture and to 
any other important consideration. 


"The necessary buildings, consisting 


of officials' headquarters, barns, sheds 
and fertilizer\houses would be a first 
cost which would not have to be dup- 
licated each year and there would 
then remain an annual appropriation 
to be provided for covering the con- 
tinuance of the experiments.

rough outline of what would be need- 
ed, it has been suggested by an ex- 
pert who has familiarized 
himself 


with Everglades conditions,that $40,- 
000 would be sufficient to erect the 
buildings and carry on the work for 
the first year."

ATTORNEY GENERAL 
BELIEVES

THERE1 IS LITTLE HOPE FOR 
WATERWAY UNDER PRESENT 
CONTROL. 


Forfeiture of its charter by the 


Florida Coast Line, Canal company, 
or a federal .appropriation or control 
of the East Coast canal by the federal 
government are the only hopes for 
the proper development and mainten-' 
ance of the Flori'da inland waterway 
as seen by Attorney General Van C. 
Swearingen, who has just completed 
a trip of inspection through the water- 
"way.' 


The attorney general spent last 


Friday night in New* Smyrna on his 
way through the eana^by boat from 
Jacksonville to "Miami. He passed 
through here again yesterday on his 
-way bach to Tallahassee by train. 
The trip through the canal was made 
on the Transit, a boat owned by the 
trustees of the internal improvement 
fund, and the attorney general was 
Accompanied by Dr. DuBose of Jack- 
sonville and Assistant Chief State 
Engineer Hayes. 
The Transit was 


tied up at the city dock Friday night 
and the journey south resumed early 
Saturday morning. During Ms stay 
in this city the attorney general took 
occasion to call on a number of his 
--friends. 


The object of the trip, it was stated 


by the attorney general, is to obtain 
data in connection with the prosecu- 
tion of a suit, started two years ago 
in the name of the attorney general 
to force the canal company to main- 
tain the depth and width of water re- 
quired under its charter. This suit is 
still pending. The attorney general 
also planned to make an investigation 
of the complaint-made by President 
J. C. Hancock of the East Coast 
Chamber of Commerce recently about 
conditions at Boca Ratone, where 
yachts had much trouble 
getting 


through earlier in the season and 
•.a number had to turn back. 


The Transit,\which'Hraws about 32 


inches of water, went aground near 
Daytona on the trip to this city and 
it also went aground three times ..be- 
tween this city and Miami. Soundings 
were taken along the 400-mile trip 
through the waterway and these will 
he used in the pending suit. 


"I can not see much hope for per- 


manent relief or a proper maintenance 
of the canal except by a suit by which 
the canal Company will forfeit its 
charter unless it maintains the canal 
at the proper depth," said Mr. Swear- 
ingen. "It looks to me as though the 
company is -holding off and prolong- 


•ving things in the hope that the federal 
' government will buy the canal and 


imprave it. If the charter is forfeited 
I believe there would not be much 
difficulty in obtaining a federal ap- 
propriation. 


"Back in the early 90's the East 


Coast Canal company'secured a grant 
of 1,100,000 acres of land in return for 
•building and maintenance of the canal 
and in my opinion the company has 
lieen well repaid, "as this land under 
present values would represent a val- 
ue of approximately $25,000,000. 


"This is a great" waterway and it 


should be taken care of. At most 
places the canal seems to be in good 
condition. 
I find that one of the 


greatest needs is the 'placing of bea; 
cons at regular intervals,'the beacons 
.and buoys now in service being insuf- 


*• 'ficient for the proper marking of the 


-waterway."

The attorney general found that five

Hence 
on February llth Johnnie returns to 
school.. 
You will note he enrolled 


February 3rd, this is February llth, 
and he has been in school two days. 


euted because he has complied with 
the same within the three day limit. 


In other words, the law is such that 


a pupil may attend school one day 
and miss four and in addition to this 
four at least two more days are neces- 
sary in compliance with law before 
the parent may be brought to justice, 
and should the boy return within that 
time nothing can be done, yet'John- 
nie has been in school two days and 
out not less than six- It is the law, 
not the enforcement. 


In addition to this defect: Suppose, 


that the parent should be arrested and 
brought to court, there are a dozen 
or more loop holes in the law through 
which he may escape. 


The present law has done a great 


deal of good, there is no doubt about 
that but it's terms are so lenient and 
so much routine is necessary before 
arrests may be made that half the 
school term may expire before parents 
can be forced to get their children in 
school. Suppose a violator be convict- 
ed. Such was the case with five par- 
ents in the recent term of the crim- 
inal court; the maximum fine is $3.00 
and the minimum is $1.00. 
At the 


present prices of labor, some parents 
state they can afford to pay $1.00 for 
their children's labor. 


The law which it is proposed to ask 


our representatives to pass cures 
these defects and the good people of 
Volusia county may depend upon its 
enforcement and results if passed. On 
the other hand no school official now 
connected with the operation of our 
schools would insist upon the execu- 
tion of the law when it would work 
hardship or injustice upon any one. 
There is reason in everything, yet 
our people, or at least some of them, 
certainly do not exercise it by keep- 
tog-their children out of school seven 
days out of ten as some are doing now, 
and we trust that the good people of 
the county will rally to the support of 
this proposition.
